‘His -advice-to the candidate 
repudiates the top-drawer hally- 
ing cry of the cominform—that 
the Marshall plan must be 
wrecked because it represents 
American “imperialism.” 

*“T am a Communist and al- 
ways call myself so,” the play- 
wright wrote, “and when I do, 
I know what I am talking about, 
which is more than can be said 
for some of our friends. 

“But there is more to it than 
that. The Communist party 
knows no more about election- 
eering than a pig knows about 
a holiday.” 

The letter continued that the 
Communist party has allowed 
the tory conservatives “to force 
on you as an election issue the 
alternatives of private versus 
public egterprise, instead of rub- 
bing in the hard fact that in Rus- 
sia private enterprise flourish- 
es more than ever.” 

‘It has committed you to op- 
pose the Marshall plan, which 
is, for the moment, absolutely 
necessary. 

“In the face of such political 
ineptitude, how can I take a 
side in the election?” Shaw ask- 
ed. “You had better run as an 
Independent, a _ position much 
Stronger today than it was at 
the last election.”
